Get on 
the Bus! 

One of the most popular displays at 
the Bradford Board of Trade's Town 
& Country Living Show on April 26 
wasn’t to be found inside the Bradford 
Community Centre arena. 

It was parked outside the front doors: 
the white, blue and green community 
bus, that will launch public transit in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

Town staff were on hand, handing 
out brochures that outline details 
of the new transit system and the 
routes. Drivers and staff with Switzer- 
Carty Transportation, the company 
partnering with the Town to operate 
the buses, provided "tours” of the 
handicapped-accessible vehicle. 

“We’re pretty happy about it, to be 
working with the Town to provide 
Transit,” said Vikki Valois, Branch 
Manager at Switzer-Carty. “The 
feedback we’ve received so far is 
wonderful!” 

At a recent visit to the Seniors’ 
building at 100 Miller Park, there was 
a common refrain from residents: 
“We’ve got our freedom back!” 

The Transit system, which will 
initially run from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Monday to Friday, offers two routes - 
an "express” Cross-Town route from 
the GO Train station to Walmart 
Supercentre, with stops at 100 Miller 
Park, the Bradford Public Library, and 
BWG Leisure Centre; and an “Around 
Town” route, which will wind through 
Bradford, taking nearly an hour to 
complete each loop. 

The system is geared towards those 
who don’t have other means of 
transportation, to connect with the 
shops at the west end of Town, the

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Shocked by Lawsuit 

Hie female driver of the SUV 
that struck three young cyclists 18 
months ago on Innisfil Beach Rd., 
killing one of the youths, is now 
suing the families of 
the victims. 

At about 1:30 a.m. 
on October 28,2012, 
three teens were 
cycling eastbound, 

3 abreast, when 
they were struck 
from behind by a 
black Kia Sorrento. 

Seventeen year old 
Brandon Majewski 
died in hospital 
hours later. 

No charges were laid at the time by 
investigating South Simcoe Police. 
Although the driver of the SUV 
reportedly admitted to travelling 
90 kmph in an 80 kmph zone, 
police suggested that the lack of 
illumination on the roadway, the 
dark clothing worn by the victims, 
"minimal reflectors” on the bikes 


and lack of helmets were all factors 
in the collision, and the death. 

The driver, identified in the court 
claim as Sharlene Simon, has now 
filed suit against the estate 
of Brandon Majewski - his 
father Derek Majewski and 
stepmother Lisa Tessier - for 
$1 million, claiming that 
because of the collision, “her 
enjoyment of life has been 
and will be lessened." She has 
also named the other two boys 
involved, one of who suffered 
serious injuries, and the 
County of Simcoe in her claim. 

A group calling for Justice for 
Brandon had planned a rally 
on public property at the Innisfil 
Recreation Complex on Sunday, 
May 4 at 1:30 p.m., asking police 
to reopen their investigation into 
the collision - only to be told that 
they could need a Town permit and 
insurance. There are still plans to 
move forward with the rally.

Fest gets Chili reception 

Bradford Chilifest, a new downtown Bradford festival 
proposed by Ribfest creator, Rick Brooks, nearly hit a snag 
in Council on April 15. 

The festival, which will feature an estimated 50 vendors, 
a KidZone and mini-midway, had initially asked for a road 
closure of Barrie St. from Holland to Doctor's Lane for a 
festival that would run from 12 to 8 p.m., June 7. Brooks 
asked for an extension to 10 p.m., and a reduction in the fee 
charged for mobile food vendor licences. 

The Town charges $250 for a 1-year food vendor licence. 
Brooks asked for a $75 fee for the one-day Chilifest - the 
amount vendors were charged for the 3 days of Ribfest. 

But Manager of Enforcement Jon Popple recommended 
a fee of $125. Popple noted that "the $75 did not cover the 
staff time” at Ribfest, to review and process applications, 
inspect vendors’ set-ups, deal with issues, and reinspect 
some premises. 

Councillor James Leduc supported charging the full $125, 
while acknowledging, “The by-law didn’t contemplate 
festivals and special events. We need to review the By-law.” 

He also opposed Brooks’ request to extend the festival to 
10 p.m. - and complained that the $25,000 in sponsorship 
that Brooks hoped to raise from local businesses would be 
money "taken out of the community,” and unavailable to 
other events, including minor sports. 

Councillor Raj Sandhu disagreed. “This is an event that is 
giving back to the community,” he said, supporting the $75 
fee. "It’s not even a whole day... I see that it’s costing us, but 
it’s giving back to the community.” 

Mayor Doug White pointed out that the Downtown 
Revitalization Study recommended more festivals and 
events in the downtown core - and that a privately-run 
Chilifest would achieve the economic impact, without the 
cost to the Town. “The Town is not running it, but the Town 
benefits.” 

Council voted 5 to 3 to extend Chilifest to 10 p.m., and to 
charge vendors $75 for a 1-day licence. 


K-9 Unit tracks suspect

Planning is well underway for two major changes to 
Catholic school facilities in Bradford West Gwillimbury, 
the Simcoe Muskoka Catholic District School Board has 
announced.

Interview: Fair Elections act 


There have been suggestions, in the 
media and the Opposition, that the 
Government’s "Fair Elections Act” is 
“deeply flawed,” and anything but fair. 

“I reject that” said House Leader, York- 
Simcoe MP Peter Van Loan, calling 
Bill C-23 balanced, and “common 
sense” - and dismissing complaints that 
the Conservatives and in particular. 
Minister for State for Democratic 
Reform Pierre Poilievre, failed to consult 
sufficiendy with stakeholders and the 
electorate. 

“For the past 3 years, we have gone 
through a process of having Hearings,” 
Van Loan pointed out, as well as 
receiving a “broad, broad” range of 
reports. 

As for Polievre’s dismissal of the 
comments of “so-called experts” Van 
Loan argued that the real Elections 
experts are the 308 elected members 
of the House of Commons. “All the 
people on both sides of the House are 
the experts. They are the experts and the 
stakeholders and the practitioners.” 

Van Loan pointed out that some of the 
longest debates in Parliament "have 
been on electoral bills. They have 
been hugely controversial. You can go 
through history.” 

He went back to the Electoral Bill of 
1885, under Sir John A. Macdonald, 
that would have given the vote to both 
Women and Aboriginal peoples. It took 
two years to pass - and then, only passed 
because the government agreed to drop 
the clause giving Women the vote. 


Van Loan supported the stricter 
requirements for voter ID - citing a 
recent Ipsos Reid poll, released April 24, 
that found 87% of respondents found 
it "very” or “somewhat” reasonable 
to require voters prove their identity 
and address, and 70% said it would be 
acceptable to eliminate the process of 
“vouching." 

Even so. Members of Parliament have 
proposed 275 amendments to the Bill 
- 45 of them introduced by Minister 
Poilievre, including agreement not to 
eliminate vouching, but to require those 
involved in the process to swear an oath. 

As for criticism that the changes 
would put prosecution of electoral 
wrong-doing in the hands of the sitting 
government, rather than Elections 
Canada, Van Loan insisted that the 
Bill would actually increase the 
independent authority to investigate 
and prosecute. "The Commissioner 
of Elections... is being separated from 
Elections Canada,” the MP said, and 
will report to the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, comparable to the 
judiciary. “His independence is being 
expanded." 

As for former Auditor General Sheila 
Fraser’s comment, that Bill C-23 is 
“an attack on Democracy," Van Loan 
said he could not explain Ms. Fraser’s 
comments, but noted, "She is on the 
payroll of Elections Canada, right now.” 

He urged all parties to “focus on what’s 
in the Bill, rather than ‘my experts vs. 
your experts’.” 


Town Hall on Seniors' Health Care 


The Federal York-Simcoe Liberals 
held a Town Hall session on Health 
Care for Seniors, April 23 at the 
Bradford Legion. With Health Care a 
provincial responsibility, there was 
a strong provincial presence on the 
panel, including Ontario Minister 
Responsible for Seniors, Mario Sergio, 
and moderator Loralea Carruthers, 
provincial Liberal Candidate in York- 
Simcoe. 

Also speaking were Dr. Jane Philpott, 
Chief of Family Medicine at Markham- 
Stouffville Hospital and federal 
Liberal candidate in the new Riding of 
Markham-Stouflville; Christina Bisanz, 
CEO of the non-profit organization 
Community & Home Assistance to 
Seniors (CHATS); and Susan Steels, 
head of the Geriatric Outreach team at 


Southlake Regional Health Centre in 
Newmarket. 

Minister Sergio outlined the goals of 
his Secretariat, established by Premier 
Kathleen Wynne last year. “People are 
living longer. They want to be engaged, 
they want to live better, they want to live 
healthier,” whether at home or in long 
term care centre, he said. 

Currently, there are almost 2 million 
Ontarians over the age of 65 - but 
Ontario is facing what Sergio called a 
“Senior Tsunami moving our way." By 
2016, Ontario will have “more people 
over the age of 65 than young people 
under the age of 14.” 

The goal, he said, is to keep seniors 
“engaged, active and mobile... to live 
longer, yes, but live better and healthier,”

Saluting the Dutch community 

To the Editor: A large part of the Heritage 
of the Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury 
is tied to farming in the Holland Marsh, and 
the farmers from the Netherlands who came 
here, bringing their knowledge of howto farm 


marsh lands. This set Bradford’s reputation as 
one of the premiere vegetable-growing centres 
in North America. 

May 5 marks the date that the Dutch celebrate 
the Liberation of Holland by our Canadian 
forces in 1945. Our Canadian troops, my father 
included, fought the Nazis from dyke to dyke 
initially, to liberate the Scheldt estuary from 
Nazi occupation, free up the port of Antwerp, 
and ultimately to liberate the whole of the 
Netherlands. My father told me stories of the 
flooding, and being cold and wet - earning the 
Canadian soldiers the name of “water rats.” 

Every town and city in Holland has a special 
date they celebrate, as the day the Canadian 
soldiers marched into their town. 

When I was growing up, I remember 
my father didn’t talk much about his war 
experiences, but I do remember his talking 
about how much respect and admiration the 
Canadians had for the Dutch people who, 
in the face of incredible hardships including 
starvation, never abandoned their principles. 
There are many stories of how Dutch people 
risked their own lives to protect Jewish people. 

Every grave of a Canadian soldier in the 
Netherlands is kept and tended by a school 
child. When that child graduates, the grave is 
passed on to a younger student. I have been 
there, and the graves are immaculate. Every 
May 5 and on Christmas, flowers are put on 
each grave. 

On May 5 at 2:30 p.m., the Dutch flag will be 
raised at our Town Hall. It would be a great 
thing if as many people as are able turned out 
for this ceremony, to show our appreciation for 
all of our Canadian soldiers and our respect for 
those Dutch citizens who endured occupation 
and who are part of the heritage of our Town.

in their community. 

For Dr. Philpott, the most critical

Now, not 
only is the importance of the Family 
doctor recognized, the family health 
team has introduced “an absolutely 
revolutionized” level of care.

she told the 
panel - pointing 
to the need 
for better 
integration of 
services. 

“We can only 
improve our 
services if we 
listen to what 
clients need 
and want,” 
said Bisanz, 
whose agency 
is funded by 
the Ministry of 
Health, through the Central Local 
Health Integration Network, as well 
as fundraising. The goal is to provide 
services “to help seniors to live well, 
with independence and dignity,” 
Bisanz said - from home-making and 
personal support, to meals on wheels, 
adult day programs and caregiver 

Bisanz noted that Seniors are one of 
the fastest growing demographics in 
York Region and South Simcoe, and 
locally, people want to live in their 
own homes “as long as possible - but 
the reality is, a lot of the houses we live 
in are not accessible. We also have a 
real lack of affordable housing." 

Despite the issues. Seniors living in 
the area have access to a number of 
programs not available elsewhere. 

At Southlake Regional Health Care 
Centre in Newmarket, there is a 
Seniors-friendly advisory committee 
that looks at the co-ordination of 
care; an early mobilization program 
to ensure that those brought in for 
treatment get up and out of their beds 
as soon as possible - “Getting moving 
is the biggest indicator of how you're 
going to recover," said Steels - and the 
hospital has put a number of practices 



in place to ensure best outcomes for 
Seniors, including GEM (Geriatric 
Emergency Management) nurses in 
theER. 

Geriatric outreach, medicine 
clinics, chronic disease management 
workshops, and other programs have 
all been introduced with one goal; 
to help seniors to keep out of die 
Emergency room, out of hospital, and 
“stay well in the community.” 

The cost of Health Care was debated, 
and the statistic that 10% of patients 
consume over 80% of health 
care resources. Minister 
Sergio noted it can cost 
$1000 per day for a hospital 
stay, $140 to $170 per day 
in Long Term Care, but 
only $65 to $70 a day for 
in-home care. “It’s better 
for the patient, it’s better for 
the family members, and it’s 
better for the government as 
well,” he said of home care. 

Resident Nancy Young 
questioned whether the 
money is available to provide 
the care needed to allow 
Seniors to age in place. “The 
government says all these 
wonderful things, but they’re 
not providing the money to 
provide the care.” She was told about 
a number of programs, that provide 
support for eligible seniors. 

"I don't know about half of these 
(programs). I venture 70% of seniors 
don’t know about these,” said a 
resident. “How do people find out?” 

Dr. Philpott suggested that the 
family doctor should be aware - and 
Minister Sergio presented the "Guide 
to Programs and Services for Seniors 
in Ontario’; a booklet available at 
ontario.ca/seniors and constituency 
offices. The spiral-bound book, 
printed in 8 languages, provides 
information on services, contact 
numbers and email addresses.

In 2010, a municipal Urban Tree Inventory and Assessment was 
conducted in Bradford and approximately 200 Ash trees were 
identified. In 2013 Davey Resources Group conducted inspections 
and sampling to positively identify the EAB larvae in Bradford. 
Information will be presented regarding a Town strategy of 
treatment and replacement of Ash trees located on street 
boulevards and parklands has been established. Residents will 
also benefit from this information regarding EAB in terms of 
potentially dealing with any ash trees that exist on their own 
private property.

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Notice of Transit Stop Construction 

The purpose of this letter is to advise you of the construction of transit stops on your street in 
preparation for the launch of Bradford West Gwillimbury’s new Transit System. 

Backaround I ln October 2012 Council approved the implementation of transit to serve the needs of the community. Public meetings were held on June 21,2012 and August 

---1 17,2012 to review the routes and March 11,2013 Council approved the routes. Subsequently, stop locations have been identified to access neighbourhoods, 

schools and commercial areas. The transit system will begin operating on May 1,2014. The construction of the stops is currently underway. 


FAQ’S I What kin(l of buses will be used? 

-- ' Transit service will be provided by two low floor (no step) community buses. 

The buses are similar to the size used by hotels and parking lots at airports 
(e.g. the Park N Fly shut- tie) and a sample is shown. They are 26 feet long, seat 
approximately 19 people, can accommodate two wheelchairs and are equipped 
with ramps for accessibility. 




What work is required to build the stops? 

The stop involves the construction of a hard surface that will connect the curb to the sidewalk 
and a post and sign to identify the bus stop. The construction will involve digging up a small 
section of the boulevard, placement of gravel and paving with concrete. All of these stops will be 
located on the Town’s property. On local residential roads, the pad will be approximately 2m X 
3m and will have a concrete surface. On Holland street, where more use is expected, they will 
be 3m X 6.5 m.

Mary Ingoglia launched the Cut-athon 14 years ago, as 
a way to honour the memory of her daughter Vita, and 
grand-daughter Stephanie. Litde Stephanie had been 
born profoundly deaf, but received a cochlear implant at 
the Toronto hospital. Not a hearing aid, an implant is an 
electronic device that does not amplify sound, but bypasses 
the ear to directly stimulate the auditory nerve - creating 
a sensation that the recipient learns to interpret as sound, 
and that can lead to better language development and 
communications. 

Mary called it “The gift of hearing.” 

Cochlear implants have come a long way since those early 
days. Then, the implants were large, crude, and involved 
invasive surgery that, initially, was not covered under 
OHIP. Now, state-of-the-art implants are lighter and more 
sophisticated, and the Hospital for Sick Children is a leader 
in the field, performing bilateral implants using minimally- 
invasive techniques.

World Pulmonary Hypertension Day 



May 5 is World Pulmonary Hypertension Day, a day of 
awareness of the rare, potentially fatal lung disease. In 
PH, the arteries of the lungs become scarred and stiff, 
resulting in high blood pressure that can put stress on the 
heart, reduce the amount of oxygen reaching the body, 
and produce symptoms that include blue hands, feet and 
lips; lightheadedness, especially when climbing stairs 
or suddenly standing up; shortness of 
breath and inability to breath; edema or 
swelling of ankles, legs and abdomen; 
and syncope, or fainting. 

The sooner treatment begins, the better 
the outcome - but it may take years for a 
diagnosis.Unfortunately, the symptoms 
are vague, and often misdiagnosed. 

Ruth Dolan, a local champion of 
Pulmonary Hypertension awareness, was 
in Bradford West Gwillimbury Council 
on April 15, to build support for World 
Pulmonary Hypertension Day. 

She handed out a package of material, 
and asked Councillors to wear a purple 
bracelet, sign their names and a message 
of hope on blue paper hands - and to 
try breathing through a straw, while 
holding their noses, “to get some real 
appreciation" of the struggle to breathe that PH sufferers 
experience every day. 

Dolan has personal knowledge of the impact: her 
daughter Emily was diagnosed with PH at the age of 27 - “a 
very long gap” between the onset of symptoms, and the 
diagnosis. 


Like many with PH, Emily was initially diagnosed with 
asthma. “The patients and the doctors don’t recognize the 
symptoms,” Dolan said. When doctors finally determined 
Emily had PH, the family was told she had a year and a half 
to live. 

"It is terrifying to watch your child unable to breathe. At 
that time, there was no medication,’’ Dolan told Council 
- just the “treatment of last resort” a 
lung transplant. 

But there have been advances. 


available, including a form of Viagra 
that helps dilate the arteries in the 
lungs - although the drugs tend to 
be “extremely costly,” and must be 
changed as the disease progresses. 
Emily’s PH is currently controlled, 
through treatment. 

“What can you do to help? Sign the 
hand, listen... Be aware,” Dolan said. 

Council has proclaimed May 5 as 
World Pulmonary Hypertension 
Day in the Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury.

The Bradford Board of Trade held its second annual Town 
& Country Living Show at the Bradford & District Memorial 
Community Centre, April 26. 

More than a 1-day home show, it also provided an 
opportunity to meet the local MP and MPP, win prizes, and 
check out services and organizations available in Bradford 
West Gwillimbury, from Leisure programs, to the Legion, 
bradfordWORKS employment services, and BWG Local 
History Association. 

There were dozens of crafters and artists who had 
booths at the Show, including The Bradford Arts Guild, 
representing a broad range of local artists and artisans. 
Upstairs, individual artists like carver Carin Bacher 
showcased their works. 

There was information on lifestyle options, healthy living, 
a display by the local Holland Marsh Growers Association 
that included free bags of “Holland Marsh Gold” carrots, 
information on Wishing Well farm animal sanctuary, and 
on the Dreamwinds Equine Assisted Learning Centre.

Co-owner of eLifestyle and certified personal 
trainer Robb Armstrong has been looking for 
other opportunities to 
engage the public, and 
deliver fitness programs 
- to individuals’ homes, 
cottages, condos, 
companies, resorts and 
whole communities. 

That outreach has 
led to a new Youth 
Fitness Initiative. 

Armstrong and partner 
Leah Epstein are now 
sponsoring a young 
Bradford Triathlete, 
providing training to 
help 13 year old Diego 
Carvalho reach his 
athletic goals. 

Diego, a student at 
Marie of the Incarnation 
School, is a member 
of his school’s Cross 
Country team, a 
competitive swimmer, 
and for the past 3 years, 
has been competing 
in the Ontario Kids 
of Steel triathlon 
circuit. It’s challenging: 
participants will swim 
up to 500 metres, cycle up to 14 km., and run up 
to 4 km., in a single event. 

Carvalho entered his first triathlon in 
Newmarket three years ago, and has had great 
success. Last year, he competed in 6 triathlons - 
finishing in the Top 5 in four races (including a 
1st place finish in his age group, in Milton), and 
Top 10 finish in the other 2 races. 

This year, he is moving up a level - which means 
that the intensity of competition is increasing. 

"Last year, I was kind of a little one. This year, 
I’m 13,” Diego says. 

He joined the Adult Triathlon Club at the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury Leisure Centre, 
hoping it would help him step up his training - 
but mom Tanya admits, “He needs more. He’s 
not getting enough from the adult group.” 


That’s where Armstrong comes in. As part of 
eLifestyle’s sponsorship, he’s providing coaching 
and training sessions. 

“We need to work on his core strength, but 
not in a way to be tough on his joints,” which 
are still growing, 
Armstrong says. After a 
few sessions, “just seeing 
what he’s capable of,” 
Armstrong has tailored 
a fitness and exercise 
program for Diego, every 
Friday afternoon, that 
increases the intensity 
incrementally - “a little 
harder and a little harder." 

There are pieces of 
portable equipment that 
are used, and upstairs, 
the family has created a 
work-out room, equipped 
withaTRX. 

“There are so many 
different exercises you 
can do," says Armstrong - 
building endurance and 
core strength in cardio as 
well as muscle. "Doing 
the exercises improves his 
bone density too" - all of 
which are important for a 
triathlete. 

Diego trains 4 or 5 times 
a week, in addition to his 
eLifestyle sessions. And 
he has a goal. “I kind of want to head myself to 
the Olympics.” 

He’s facing a gruelling schedule this year, entered 
in 9 triathlons - the first on May 25, in London, 
Ontario, followed by competition in Caledon 
on June 8, Vaughan on June 22, Mississauga on 
July 27, and on August 6, the Iron Kids Triathlon 
in Louisville, Kentucky, the first time he will 
compete in the U.S. 

“To have so much drive at his age!” says 
Armstrong, himself a competitive athlete, 
although never in marathon or triathlon. “You 
really got to dig deep... To me, it’s so enjoyable, 
to see him at his age” - displaying the dedication 
and determination of an iron man competitor.
